scold or punish the young child 
!or "Imaginary lies" (which really 
are not lies at all). They would not 
charge the child with falsehood 
when he was only getting facts 
and fantasies mixed up. The child 
whose parents have a good imagi- 
nation themselves rarely or never 
8 late In years, at discriminating 
Between the real and tinreal, 


But if your child as late as the 


age of six or older should seem to 
lave, trouble over confusing facts 
with fantasies, you could help him 
by reading or telling him some 
vlld yarns and labeling them us 
such; also by having litm tell you 
similar yarns. Then you could help 
ilm further by relating accurately 
a simple real experience both you 
and he had witnessed, and having 
him also relate a like .true ex- 
perience. 
For 
further 
practice, 


read or tell tills child a number 
of accounts, some factual, some 
anclful, and have him label each. 
Then you might profitably practice 
inn I^ter at telling you a trite 
story followed by a fanciful one, 
and so on. 


Deliberately" Lies 


But when your child deliber- 


ately lies to you, knowing at the 
itiie that you as well as he has 
he facls, without any doubt, tell 
lim he lias lied and deal with him 
as you consider wise. Suppose you 
say to your daughter, eight, that 
she shall sit in a chair without 
amusement for 30 minutes because 
she disobeyed the rule "No run-

You might be wise 
to add 30 more minutes In the 
chair for her deliberate lie. Some 
other punishment might bo belter.

They would not 
charge the child with falsehood 


j when he was only getting facts 
and fantasies mixed up. The child 
whose parents have a good Imagi­ 
nation themselves rarely or never 
is late In years at discriminating 
between the real and unreal. 
But if your child as late as the 
age of six or older should seem to 
have trouble over confusing facts 
with fantasies, you could help him 
by reading or telling Mm some 
wild yarni and labeling them as 
such; also by having him tell you 
similar yarns. Then you could help 
him further by relating accurately 
a simple reel experience both you 
and he had witnessed, and having 
him also relate a like true ex­ 
perience. 
For 
further practice, 
read or tell this child a number 
of accounts, some factual, some 
fanciful, and have him label each. 
Then you might profitably practice 
him later at telling you a true 
story followed by a fanciful one, 
and so on. 
Deliberately* Lies 
But when your child deliber­ 
ately lies to you. knowing at the 
time that you as well as be has 
the facts, without any doubt, tell 
him he has lied and deal with him 
as you consider wise. Suppose you 
aay to your daughter, eight, that 
ahe shall sit in a chair without 
amusement for 30 minutes because 
she disobeyed the rule “No run­ 
ning indoors” and she says, “I was 
not running,” even though she 
knows you saw her running with 
your own eyes. You might be wise 
to add 30 more minutes in the 
chair for her deliberate lie. Some 
other punishment might be better. 
Anyway, when a child lies to you 
in the face of the facts he knows 
you have, you should deal pretty 
sternly with him. 
However, it is very rare that a 
child lies so openly. Nearly always 
he lies when his parents don’t have 
the objective facts and caa get 
them only by having a trial, if 
they can get them at all.

It had to do with the so-called “Internationalist” crowd which is 
active politically In this country and which was stigmatized by the 
writer as follows. "This crowd loves the world and would absorb the 
United States of America in it by draining off the wealth of this coun­ 
try, levelling downward the standard of living of It* people, exporting 
its precious raw materials until it has to Import what It once had 
plentifully. This crowd is extraordinarily active, rich, strong In own­ 
ership of publications and eager for power. Once they put over Wen­ 
dell willkie, who one-worided all over the place, etc.. etc . . . “ 
Doesn't Make Any Sense 
It appears to me that this Is so much sausage, because it doesn't 
make much sense that any American group that was rich, active and 
strong in ownership of publications would he trying to become poor, 
Inactive and weak by squandering the wealth of the country. 
There Is a group in this country whose loyalties a » wholly Euro­ 
pean. Their ideologies, their philosophies and their orders stem from 
the Continent. These a » the Communists. 
T he» was another such group, but a minor one, uncovered during 
the war. the Bundists, Nazis and Nazi sympathizers. 
Their primary 
loyalties lay with the “old country”, Germany. Hitler and his philoso­ 
phy.

Just as they mean nothing to the Communists, except as a means 
of exploiting the weakness of such institutions operating on a planet 
that also shelters gangster communities. 
Farther Fringe

the seas because of family ties. Their children, born.he», usually hate 
them for it.

A Taber, sabotaging the high moral principles of the European 
Recovery Program can be inspired by motives as patriotic as tho-«e 
that stir George Marshall. 
That History may someday point Its im­ 
placable finger at the stupidity of this deed and its shocking reaction 
upon nations we may someday need as fighting allies is the risk he 
runs—and the risk we run. When our dead are counted in the next 
war. to whom will the bill be presented” And what will it matter then? 
The Isolationist is an American who believes that a m aterials 
wealthy, self-contained, high-tariff-walled U. S. A. is the key to pros­ 
perity and safety.

The heart of European recovery 
lies in Germany and England. 

In­ 
telligent Germans are seeking for 
a restoration of their economic 
life, but they are baffled on one 
side by Soviets and on the other 
by the United States, principal^ 
because the United States allowed 
the Soviets to walk into Berlin 
when they had the opportunity of 
doing it.

Start Research 


For Liver Disease 


PH ILA D ELPH IA —(INS>-*-Phila- 
delphia is to become a nucleus of 
research activity on certain phases 
of liver inflammation known as 
viral hepatitis. 
Important advances in the in­ 
vestigation of this disease were 
made during World War II, during 
which an estimated 100.000 cases 
were reported among allied troops. 
The University of Pennsylvania 
has been designated one of three 
national university centers for in­ 
tensive investigation. 
A hepatic disease center with 
research and treatment facilities 
is being set up at nearby Valley 
Forge general hospital, Phoenlx- 
ville. Pa., to work in conjunction 
with the Pennsylvania unit. 
Experiments w ill be conducted 
on a specially selected group of 
patients including veterans and 
civilians of the Philadelphia area. 
The project is backed financially

Information concerning Max Schmeling and Jack Sharkcy it may 
not be amiss to type something concerning the two oncc-kings of 


punch. After the retirement of Gene Tunney as world's heavyweight 
champion, which was in 1928, Schmcling stopped Johnny RisVo in nine j 
rounds. February 1. 1929, In New York. On June 12, 1930. Schmcling 
met Sharkey in New York and the fight wound up In disorder, with 
SchmelinK gaining the decision because of an alleged foul In the fourth 
round. Max sat upon the floor clutching his groin while his manager 
yelled foul. The decision was not given until after the bell had nounded 
for the fiflh round. Six days later the New York commission by vote of 
2 to 1, (Muldoon dissenting) named Schmeling champion. Messrs. Far- 
ley «nd Phelan voted the title to the German. Mr. Muldoon voted 
against awarding the heavyweight championship to Schmeling because 
in h's opinion, Schmeling did not prove by victory on a foul, that he 
was the best heavyweight. On January 7, 1931, the New York commis- 
sion dethroned Max and suspended him when he refused to sign for a 
fight with Jack Sharkey for June, 1931. Being banned in New York. 
Schmeling went to Cleveland and scored a TKO over Young Slribling 
'n Ihe last round of a 15-round encounter. July 3, J931. The fight had 
only 14 seconds to go. Schmeling and Sharkcy finally came to- 
gether on June 21. 1932, and after 15 rounds Sharkey won the decision. 
Schmeling got S182.750, and Sharkey drew $43,000. Jack Sharkey next 
took on Primo Camera on .June 28, 1933. Primo knocked out Sharkey , 
in the sixth round and on June 14, 1934. Max Bacr after knocking i 
Camera down 14 times, won the title. Along came James J. Bracldock. 
an ex-longshoreman, who proved the Cinderella of boxing. He defealed 
Baer on points «ft«r 15 rounds June 13, 193S Joe I.ouls was next In

as to endanger the life, limb, or 
property of any person shall be 
deemed guilty of a misdemeanor 
and on conviction thertof by my 
court of competent 
jurisdiction 


shal be punished by a fine not ex- 
ceeding $2,000, or by imprison- 
ment for a term of not exceeding 
one year, or both such fine nnd 
imprisonment, at the discretion of 
the court. 


Commodore Hirshfield has slat- 


ed that this law', and others per- 
taining to boating safety will he 
strictly enforced to ensure the 
safety of boating enthusiasts.
